Trustee Certifies Township Levy 


to Auditor 


TIME .EXPIRES WEDNESDAY. 


Trustees Have Until That Time to 


rFile Levied—Appeals May be 


Made Until Oct. I 


The total tax rate in Union town- 


ship next year will be $1.36 J, an in- 
crease of forty and a " half cents, 
according to levies which have been 
certified to the county auditor's 
office. - 


The Union township trustee is the 


latest trustee to file the township 
evy with the/ auditor six others 
(laving previously acted. The trus- 
Lees are allowed by the law five 
days after their rates are estab- 
lished, to certify them to the audi- 
tor, and all are required to have 
their rates on file by next Wednes- 
day, September 15. The auditor in 
:urn is required under the law to 
Certify a copy of the rates estab- 
ished by the various taxing officials 
to the state board of 'tax commis- 
sioners by September 20. 


The Union township rate was 


computed by adding the state rate 
of eighteen cents, the county rate of 
28 cents, the gravel road bond and 
interest levy of fifteen cents and the 
township levy of 751 /cents. Ther.e 
was also a fifty cent poll'levied ill 
Union township, half of which goes 
to the special school fund and half 
to the tuition fund. 


The cause for the increase in Un- 


ion township is the same as it has 
been in every other township. The- 
.township officials had to borrow mo- 
ney to pay expenses this year and 
ftext year considerably, inore^reyenue 
has to be raised to pay 
off 
this" 


year's deficit and take care of in- 
creased expenses, principally in the 
schools, next year. 


The tuition tax was raised from 


twelve to 28 cents for next year. It 
is from this fund that teachers' sal- 
aries are paid. The special school 
tax was increased from fourteen to 
fifteen cents and the road tax was 
tripled, being raised from seven to 
21 cents7. The township tax of three 
cents was reduced to two and a 
half and the township poor tax was 
left at one cent. A school bond tax 
of eight cents was added by the 
township officials, but the 
county 


council reduced the township gravel 
rba'd bond and interest levy from 
twenty to fifteen cents. 


The levies which have been made 


by the taxing officials will stand un- 
less there is an appeal from the tax- 
ing unit to the county council. Last 
year the levies of local 
officials 


were subject to the approval of the; 
state board of tax commissioners. 
This provision of the state tax law 
was changed in the special session 
of the legislature 
in June by 
an 


amendment which says that any 
number of taxpayers—not less than 
twenty—may appeal to the county
